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Prime Minister mandates 
no Utility price increase 
for now

“We sincerely lament the an¬ 
nouncement from WEB N.V. 
that they are contemplating a 
price increase for water and 
electricity as of July 1st. This 
is simply inacceptable for 
us,” was the expression of the 
Prime Minister during a re¬ 
cent press conference. 

The Prime Minister ex¬ 
plained that last week he was 
informed by WEB N.V. that 
in light of the continual fuel 
oil prices on the international 
market that if they did not 
make certain price adjust¬ 
ments they would encounter 
financial losses. Eman in¬ 
formed WEB that the govern¬ 
ment views any price 
increase with grave concern. 
This, he claims is because 
any increase will severely af¬ 
fect the buying power of our 
people in the most direct 
manner. It has been reported 
by CBS that one of the ex¬ 


penses that is currently 
weighing very heavy on our 
citizens is that of the price of 
water and electricity. For 
those on the lowest income 
level, this is simply dramatic. 
These increases also affect 
the socio-economic develop¬ 
ment of Aruba. 

According to the Prime 
Minister, ...viewed in the 
context of the progress of 
economic growth of 10% in 
our GDP, increase of 10% in 
government receipts, which 
are all indicative of economic 
growth, and unemployment 
down from 10% to 3%, any 
utility increase will adversely 
affect the investment climate 
and the climate of trust, con¬ 
fidence and optimism that 
prevails at this time. 

According to Eman this 
positive climate is much 
more important than what 
WEB earns or loses. 


The Prime Minister indi¬ 
cated that the government 
would like to explore ways in 
which they could play a role in 
the process. Perhaps this mat¬ 
ter needs to be presented to 
Parliament and the govern¬ 
ment may have to create some 
way to avoid said increases. 
Let Parliament and the gov¬ 
ernment decide if they will pay 
for the price increase in order 
to bring stability to the buying 
power and stability to the eco¬ 
nomic growth of our island. 
Eman said that he requested 
WEB to allow for this type of 
consideration. This should be 
a matter to be discussed in the 
upcoming National Social Di¬ 
alogue scheduled for this Fri¬ 
day. . .later today. 

The government has re¬ 
quested Price-Waterhouse & 
Coopers to do an analysis of 
exactly what financial effect 
WEB would experience if 
they maintained their price at 
the current level and the price 
of Fuel Oil stayed at the level 
it is today. Exactly what 
would be WEB’s financial 
loss? On Tuesday night, Min¬ 
ister of Utilities, de Meza re¬ 
ceived the results of this 
analysis from Price-Water¬ 
house & Coopers. According 
to their analysis, the loss to 
WEB for the rest of this year 
if they maintained their price 
at the current level without 
any increase in the tariffs 
would be 36.9 million Florins.

Italian refugee 

island 



ROME, Italy (AFP) - More 
than 400 unaccompanied mi¬ 
nors who have arrived in 
refugee boats in recent weeks 
are stranded on the Italian is¬ 
land of Lampedusa in unsani¬ 
tary conditions, Save the 
Children said on Thursday. 

The charity called for the 
government to take urgent ac¬ 
tion, saying that under Italian 
law refugee children should be 
housed in family-style com¬ 
munities on the mainland and 
not in the camps where adults 
are held. 

"It is absolutely impossible 
for the minors to stay on 
Lampedusa any longer in these 
completely unsuitable condi¬ 
tions," Raffaella Milano, the 
head of Save the Children 
Italy’s European department in 
Rome, said in a statement. 
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The group said most of the 
minors are 16-17 years old but 
some are as young as 12. It 
added that nearly half of them 
have been on the tiny island for 
more than a month, housed in 
a migrant centre and a former 
military base. 

Some of the children in the 
migrant centre are sleeping in 
offices and on the floor in "pre¬ 
carious sanitary conditions," 
Save the Children said. 

Milano called for the chil¬ 
dren to be housed in temporary 
accommodation in mainland 
Italy while waiting for more 
permanent housing in commu¬ 
nities. 

Strauss-Kahn 
back in New York 
court today: 
official 

Ex-IMF chief Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn will appear in a 
Manhattan court today for an 
unexpected appearance on the 
charges he attempted a rape of 
a New York hotel maid, offi¬ 
cials said. 

"No details about this ap¬ 
pearance will be available 
after the defendant appeared in 
court tomorrow," said the 
statement from the Manhattan 
District Attorney’s office 
Thursday. 

The former French finance 
minister had not been expected 
back in court until July 18. 

Earlier Thursday, French 
newspaper Liberation, citing 
Strauss-Kahn's defense 
lawyers, said he was likely to 
challenge the legality of the 
identification line-up that took 
place a day after his May 14 
arrest, where the then-IMF di¬ 
rector had been picked out by 
the alleged victim. 


Guatemala first lady appeals 
presidential bid ruling 


GUATEMALA CITY, (AFP)- 
Guatemalan officials on Thurs¬ 
day said they appealed a court 
ruling that disqualifies First 
Lady Sandra Torres from run¬ 
ning for the presidency follow¬ 
ing her divorce from President 
Alvaro Colom. 


The saga kicked off in April 
when Guatemalan courts ap¬ 
proved their divorce, which 
raised a wave of criticism by 
opponents who called it a cyni¬ 
cal attempt to circumvent a con¬ 
stitutional ban on a president 
being succeeded by his or her 


spouse. 

Fifteen legal challenges were 
filed attempting to block the di¬ 
vorce, but they were rejected by 
the courts. On Wednesday, how¬ 
ever, the top court in the Central 
American nation tossed out the 
first lady's candidacy.

This amount obviously must 
be put into perspective. 

One thing is clear, the go¬ 
vernment does not approve 
of WEB’s announcement 
and of any eventual increase 
of the tariffs of water or 
electricity. Eman con¬ 
demned this action and la¬ 
beled it as irresponsible for 
a company to simply sit in 
an office and with a calcula¬ 
tor decide to shift any price 


increase to the citizen to pay 
for it. That modus operandi 
he stated emphatically is a 
thing of the past for any 
state owned company in 
Aruba. 

We can no longer con¬ 
sider a company a state 
owned enterprise if their de¬ 
cisions are made purely on 
a commercial basis, says 
Aruba’s Prime Minister. 


Dutch interior minister 
argues for burqa ban 


—’’You can’t walk down the 
street naked either. That is the 
result of our norms about de¬ 
cent behaviour. The Nether¬ 
lands also has norms which 
make it advisable to ban 
clothing which covers your 
face.” 

Interior Minister Piet-Hein 
Donner was speaking during 
a debate about his integration 
bill, which would introduce a 
ban on burqas. Not for secu¬ 
rity reasons but because ”in 
our society you have to be 
able to see each other”. 

One of the main themes of 
the bill is a shift from the cur¬ 
rent ’target group' approach to 
holding individuals responsi¬ 
ble for their own integration. 
Although parliament gener¬ 
ally supported this, the min¬ 


ister himself was subject to a 
great deal of criticism from 
the opposition. 

Minister Donner was ac¬ 
cused of simply attempting to 
please the Geert Wilders' 
anti-Islamic Freedom Party, 
on which the coalition de¬ 
pends for support. The 
Labour Party's Marcel van 
Dam commented, "He's torn 
between what he believes and 
what he has to say to placate 
his support partner.” 

Minister Donner replied 
that the politicians should 
have more faith in social 
processes. 

"When I was at school 
there was a much deeper seg¬ 
regation - between Protestant 
and Catholic - and that has 
now disappeared.”

Turtles crossing runway cause 
flight delays 


NEW YORK CITY - Flights at 
John F. Kennedy International 
Airport were delayed shortly 
on Wednesday when about 150 
diamondback terrapin turtles 
were spotted crossing a run¬ 
way, authorities said. 

The reptiles were trying to 
get to the other side of the run¬ 
way to lay eggs on the sandy 
shores of the Jamaica Bay 
Wildlife Refuge, which bor¬ 
ders the airport. 

Ron Marsico, a spokesman 
for the Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey, which 
oversees operation of the re¬ 
gion's airports, pilots from Jet 
Blue and other airlines halted 
their flights to let the expectant 
reptiles pass. 

"Flight delays attributed to 
turtles were minor, about 15 
minutes or so," he said. 

Port Authority staff rushed 
out to the tarmac where, be¬ 
tween takeoffs and landings, 


they scooped up the turtles and 
helped them on their way. 

Naturalists said the 185-acre 
Jamaica Bay may be the dia- 
mondback's most popular breed¬ 
ing ground in North America. 

"It happens every year at 
about this time. It's the great 
migration, and this is the peak 


of the season," he said. 

Flights were rerouted to an¬ 
other runway, as waves of tur¬ 
tles pressed on with their 
march to the bay. 

"At one point, we decided 
to heed Mother Nature and use 
other runways. This is not im¬ 
pacting flights," Marsico said.

Beijing-Shanghai high-speed train makes debut 



BEIJING—High-speed trains 
linking Beijing and Shanghai 
made their passenger debut 
yesterday on a $33 billion 
track China hopes will help 
ease its overloaded transport 
system. 


Premier Wen Jiabao 
declared the link "in op¬ 
eration” at Beijing South 
rail station before board¬ 
ing the first sleek-nosed 
white train that took pas¬ 
sengers to Shanghai, the 
country's commercial 
hub, in less than five 
hours. 

The line, which has 
been operating on a trial 
basis since mid-May, 
halves the rail journey 
time between the coun¬ 
try's two main cities and 
could hurt airlines on the 
busy route plagued by delays 
and cancellations. 

The fast link, which has 
been hit by safety concerns 
and graft, is opening a year 


ahead of schedule and will be 
able to carry 80 million pas¬ 
sengers a year — double the 
current capacity on the 1,318- 
kilometre (820-mile) route. 

"It could play a transfor¬ 
mational role in shaping the 
future economic dynamics in 
coastal China... by creating 
more spillover effects to re¬ 
gions lying along the sprawl¬ 
ing high-speed railway line,” 
Ren Xianfang, an analyst at 
IHS Global Insight, told AFP. 

But for the airline indus¬ 
try, the impact could be "de¬ 
structive", she warned. 

One-way train ticket 
prices will cost 410-1,750 
yuan ($63-$270) subject to 
further adjustments, vice rail 
minister Hu Yadong said this 
month, compared with about 
1,300 yuan for a flight. 

In response, airlines have 
slashed some prices by up to 
65 percent to below the cost 
of the cheapest high-speed 
rail ticket, state media said 
Wednesday, citing travel 
website ctrip.com. 

Frederic Campagnac, 
general manager of transport 
and logistics consultancy 
Clevy China, nevertheless 
believes the fast link will 


have a positive impact on air¬ 
lines by forcing operators to 
be on time. 

It will "put pressure on the 
airlines to keep more on their 
schedule," Campagnac said. 

Work on the high-speed 
railway started in April 2008 
with a planned investment of 
220.9 billion yuan. 

China is spending heavily 
on its high-speed rail network, 
which spanned 8,358 kilome¬ 
tres at the end of 2010 and is 
expected to exceed 13,000 


kilometres by 2012 and 
16,000 kilometres by 2020. 

The railway ministry has 
said the trains would run be¬ 
tween 250 and 300 kilome¬ 
tres per hour on the new link, 
which is designed for a max¬ 
imum speed of 380 kph. 

The speed is in line with 
a nationwide directive made 
public in April that said all 
high-speed trains must run 
slower than previously an¬ 
nounced — no faster than 300 
kph — for safety.

UN peacekeepers brought 
cholera to Haiti: study 



United Nations 


UN peacekeepers from Nepal 
brought the strain of cholera to 
Haiti responsible for an epi¬ 
demic that has killed 5,500 
people, according to a study 
published by the US Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention. 

The study is the first to es¬ 
tablish a direct link between 
the arrival of the Nepalese UN 
battalion near the small town 
of Mirebalais and the cholera 
epidemic that erupted in mid- 


October 2010. 

In New York, UN acting 
deputy spokesman Farhan 
Haq said the agency was 
"aware of the report and as 
with other prior reports, we 
will study its findings dili¬ 
gently." 

The research, led by a 
group of French doctors, ap¬ 
peared in the CDC’s July 
issue of "Emerging Infec¬ 
tious Diseases." 

"There was an exact corre¬ 
lation in time and places be¬ 
tween the arrival of a 
Nepalese battalion from an 
area experiencing a cholera 
outbreak and the appearance 
of the first cases in Meille a 
few days after," write the eight 
authors of the report. 

"The remoteness of Meille 
in central Haiti and the ab¬ 
sence of report of other in¬ 
comers make it unlikely that a 
cholera strain might have been 


brought there another way," 
they added. 

The cholera outbreak’s 
long-suspected connection to 
the Nepalese troops provoked 
bloody anti-UN riots in the 
country in November that led 
to two deaths. 

Cholera is rare in Haiti -- 
last year’s outbreak was the 
first in more than a century — 
and came as a surprise to 
country health officials. 

The disease is caused by 
bacteria spread in contami¬ 
nated water or food, often 
through feces. If untreated, it 
can kill within a day through 
dehydration, with the old and 
the young the most vulnera¬ 
ble. 

Since the outbreak began, 
Haiti’s Ministry of Health has 
recorded 5,506 deaths and 
363,117 diagnosed cholera 
cases. 


Egyptian seeds may have caused 
E. coli outbreak: agencies

Fenugreek seeds exported 
from Egypt to France and 
Germany may have caused an 
E. coli outbreak that has killed 
48 people in Europe, the Eu¬ 
ropean Food Safety Authority 
said . 

A "rapid risk assessment" 
conducted by the EFSA and 
the European Centre for Dis¬ 
ease Prevention and Control 
(ECDC), "has thus far shown" 
that Egyptian seeds exported 
in 2009 and 2010 may be im¬ 
plicated, it said in a statement. 

"There is still much uncer¬ 
tainty about whether this is 
truly the common cause of all 
the infections as there are cur¬ 
rently no positive bacteriolog¬ 
ical results," it stressed. 

At least 48 people have 
died from an outbreak of a 
killer strain of E. coli bacteria 
centred in Germany, blamed 
on organic vegetable sprouts. 

There has also been a sep¬ 
arate outbreak in France 


linked by the government to a 
British sprout company in 
which 10 people were taken 
ill. 

Sweden say it had detected 
the first case of infection in 
someone who had no link to 
Germany. 

All the deaths so far were 
in Germany, except for a 
woman in Sweden who died 


after being infected in Ger¬ 
many. 

The statement said the 
2009 lot appears to be linked 
to the outbreak in France, and 
the 2010 lot to that in Ger¬ 
many. 

"This link does not explain 
the most recent case in Swe¬ 
den, currently under investiga¬ 
tion, and in which thus far no 
consumption of sprouts has 
been implicated." 

The agencies said they had 
requested an urgent probe of 
the distribution of seeds from 
the two lots through Germany 
and Europe. 

"The export of some of the 
seeds imported from Egypt to 
another company in the UK, 
from where the seeds were ex¬ 
ported to France, demon¬ 
strates the necessity of this 
information."

17 babies dies at Indian 
hospital 


KOLKATA, India (AFP) - The 
Indian state of West Bengal 
has ordered an investigation 
into the deaths of 17 newborn 
babies at a children’s hospital 
after distraught parents 
clashed with police. 

The infants died over a pe¬ 
riod of just 36 hours in the 
state-run hospital in Kolkata, 
the capital of the eastern In¬ 
dian state. 

"This is a very sad inci¬ 
dent," said chief minister Ma- 
mata Banerjee. "We have 
ordered an inquiry into the un¬ 
usual deaths." 

Around 400 people, includ¬ 
ing angry parents of the dead 
children, protested outside the 
hospital and clashed with 
baton-wielding police. 


The hospital can accommo¬ 
date 360 children, but is gen¬ 
erally overcrowded, with 
many infants and young chil¬ 
dren forced to sleep on the 
floor because of the lack of 
beds. 

Hospital principal Mrinal 
Kanti Chattopadhyay ac¬ 
knowledged that the number 
of deaths in such a short period 
was unusual, but denied that 
the hospital was at fault. 

"They were all admitted in 
critical condition. Some had a 
low birth weight and others 
were suffering from severe 
septicemia or asphyxia," Chat¬ 
topadhyay said. 

"We tried our best to revive 
them, but all our attempts were 
in vain," he added.

The Divi-Divi tree always 
points to the southwest be¬ 
cause of the tradewinds 
which curve it into a shade 
tree. According to "those who 
know" it won't grow else¬ 


widths, shapes 
and wherever 
it wants. Sur¬ 
viving on food 
stored in car- 
rot-shaped 
roots, one 
species flowers like butter¬ 
cups after a rain 
along with pink 
patches vine. Certain 
cacti are edible and 
were sliced and 
roasted in under¬ 
ground by the first 
Indian settlers. The 
sap was collected 
and made into an al¬ 
coholic beverage 
called "coecui" It is 
still made today in 
beverage plants. 

The mature Cen¬ 
tury plants during 
December start 
pushing up their sin¬ 
gle green stalks that 
grow about a half a 
foot a day and may 
reach 30 feet.

Samsung seeks US import 
ban on Apple products 



South Korea’s Samsung Elec¬ 
tronics said Thursday it had 
asked the US International 
Trade Commission to ban the 
import of Apple products into 
the United States, expanding its 
patent war with the US giant. 

The ITC has been urged to 
stop Apple shipping its popular 
iPods, iPhones and iPads into 
the US market from where they 
are manufactured, a Samsung 
spokesman said. 

It accuses Apple of breach¬ 
ing five patents related to wire¬ 
less communications standards 
and mobile device user inter¬ 
face. 

"The complaint requests re¬ 
lief in the form of a permanent 
exclusion order prohibiting 
entry to the United States of all 
Apple products in violation of 
these patents," Samsung said in 
a statement. 

"Samsung will continue to 
actively defend our intellectual 
property in order to serve our 
customers and to ensure our 


continued innovation and lead¬ 
ership in the mobile communi¬ 
cation business." 

The latest action escalated 
legal wrangling between the 
world's two fastest growing 
smartphone makers. 

The tussle began when 
Apple filed suit against Sam¬ 
sung in April in San Francisco, 
accusing the Korean firm of 
copying its smartphones and 
tablet computers. 

Samsung responded later 
that month with a lawsuit in 
Seoul alleging five patent in¬ 
fringements by Apple. It filed 
separate actions in Tokyo, cit¬ 
ing two patent infringements, 
and in the German city of 
Mannheim citing three. 

Last week Apple lodged a 
second lawsuit against Sam¬ 
sung with a district court in 
Seoul, asking for a sales ban on 
Samsung's latest products. It 
accused them of copying the 
iPhone and iPad. 

Samsung's Galaxy Tab has 


been a huge-selling rival to the 
iPad, which has dominated the 
growing market for the touch¬ 
screen devices. 

Despite their prickly com¬ 
petition in finished products, 
the two firms have a close busi¬ 
ness relationship. 

Apple was Samsung's sec¬ 
ond-largest client in 2010 after 
Japan's Sony, accounting for 
four percent of the South Ko¬ 
rean firm's 155 trillion won 
($142 billion) annual revenue. 

Swiss to 
make the 
super-rich 
pay more 
taxes 

The Swiss government de¬ 
cided to make wealthy foreign¬ 
ers pay more taxes, but refused 
to scrap lumpsum tax deals 
aimed at attracting the rich to 
the Alpine nation. Switzerland 
has been under sharp criticism, 
particularly from neighbouring 
countries, for its long-standing 
tradition of offering tax deals 
to attract wealthy people here. 
The basic prerequisite of lump¬ 
sum taxation is that the indi¬ 
vidual must not work in 
Switzerland and celebrities 
who have taken advantage of 
the deals are many.Under the 
revised rules, Switzerland 
would raise the taxable base 
sum from five times to seven 
times the rental value of the in¬ 
dividual's home.

LONDON, England -Hundreds of thousands of British 
public sector workers went on strike Thursday to defend 
their pensions, causing widespread disruption to 
schools and state-run services. A third of English 
schools were closed and another third were affected, of¬ 
ficials said, as up to 350,000 teachers, lecturers and ed¬ 
ucation staff took action against plans to make them 
work longer and pay more into their pensions. But the 
unions say they have already accepted pension reforms 
over the past decade and accuse ministers of pushing 
through new changes without negotiation. Thousands of 
strikers marched through central London on Thursday, 
brandishing banners calling for "Fair Pensions for All" 
and "Education Cuts Never Heal", and around 80 further 
demonstrations were held in towns around the country. 



A deal to push long-stalled US free trade agreements 
with South Korea, Colombia and Panama through Con¬ 
gress crumbled Thursday as Republicans blocked a key 
session in a dispute over aid to workers. The White 
House announced this week it had reached a compro¬ 
mise with lawmakers to move ahead on the trade pacts 
and fund through 2014 a program that offers health care 
and retraining to US workers who lose jobs to overseas 
markets. But Republicans boycotted a hearing of the 
Senate Finance Committee.

"She is really eager to fulfill 
that obligation. She takes it 
very seriously." 

Lohan is now set to begin 
community service at a home¬ 
less shelter and a morgue. 

She was placed under home 
confinement at her Los Ange¬ 
les condominium, in lieu of 
120 days in jail, after pleading 
no contest to misdemeanor 
theft in May — a violation of 
her probation for a 2007 DUI 
charge. She was deemed eligi¬ 
ble to serve her sentence at 
home due to jail overcrowding. 



But Lohan is not yet in the 
clear. She now needs to dedi¬ 
cate 360 hours to helping at a 
homeless shelter for women 
and doing 120 hours of janito¬ 
rial work at the Los Angeles 
County morgue as part of her 
plea deal. 

Despite the work still 
ahead, Lohan will travel to 
New York to celebrate her 25th 
birthday with her family Satur¬ 
day, E!

BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Argentina stars may be plot¬ 
ting the demise of Bolivia in 
today’s opening Copa Amer¬ 
ica fixture - but it is the rele¬ 
gation of emblemic club 
River Plate which has been 
the chief topic of conversa¬ 
tion in recent days. 

Even the arrival of Euro¬ 
pean-based megastars such as 
Lionel Messi and Carlos 
Tevez has not been able to 
distract fans from the shock 
of River's demise last Sunday 
as they went down for the 
first time in their 110-year 
history, amid tears and scenes 
of violent mayhem. 

The Buenos Aires team 
are Argentina's most success¬ 
ful club with 33 champi¬ 
onships to their name, and 
their rivalry with Boca Jun¬ 
iors, based in the same city, is 
one of the most intense in all 
sport - but they will not meet 
in the league next season 
after River lost a two-legged 
play-off against lowly Cor¬ 
doba outfit Belgrano. 

The Primera B side had 
won the first leg 2-0, mean¬ 
ing River Plate had to win by 
two clear goals to stay up 
under the play-off system 
rules, but could only draw 1- 
1, sending the Millionaires, 
whose president is 1978 
world Cup-winning skipper 
Daniel Passarella, down. 

Argentines are fanatical 
about their club football and 
many are incredulous at what 
has happened to River. 

The media also have fo¬ 
cused on the story, making 
the run-up to the 43rd Copa a 
fairly tepid affair by compar¬ 
ison. 

Supporters went on the 
rampage, leading to some 70 
people being hurt and around 
100 arrests at the club's Mon¬ 
umental stadium. 

Pictures of the unrest went 
around the globe at the worst 
possible time for the image of 
the Argentinian game, given 
that it is hosting the Copa 
final on July 24.

"No, we have a different 
coach, the squad has been re¬ 
vamped.

High-profile Sharapova,

LONDON (AFP) - Maria 
Sharapova, the rejuvenated 
glamour girl of women's ten¬ 
nis, will take on low-profile 
Czech player Petra Kvitova 
in the Wimbledon title show¬ 
down after two scrappy semi¬ 
finals on Thursday. 

Russian fifth seed Shara¬ 
pova, the 2004 champion, 
outgunned German wildcard 
Sabine Lisicki 6-4, 6-3 while 
eighth-seeded Kvitova 
reached her first Grand Slam 
final with a 6-1, 3-6, 6-2 win 
over Belarusian fourth seed 
Victoria Azarenka. 

World number 62 Lisicki, 
who had stunned second 
seeded French Open cham¬ 
pion Li Na in the second 
round, was always in trouble 
after her powerful serve de¬ 
serted her midway through 
the first set. 

"It's amazing to be back in 
the final at Wimbledon, it's 
been a while," a delighted 
Sharapova said. 

"I'm really happy even 
though I didn't play my best 
tennis today," added Shara¬ 
pova, who totted up 13 dou¬ 
ble-faults during a patchy 
display. 

"To be in the final is a 
great achievement for me but 
I still feel like I've got more 
to do. I hadn't been past the 
fourth round in a few years. 
So to be at this stage, I'm just 
thrilled to have the opportu¬ 
nity to go for it." 

Sharapova, who will be 


chasing a fourth Grand Slam 
title in Saturday's final, got 
off to a horrendous start on 
Centre Court, double-faulting 
twice in her opening service 
game as Lisicki surged into a 

2- 0 lead. 

Lisicki, regularly clocking 
serves timed at 120mph, held 
to go 3-0 up and soon had 
Sharapova struggling in the 
next game. 

The Russian favourite 
saved a crucial break point 
which would have put Lisicki 
4-0 up before eventually 
holding to remain in touch at 

3- 1. 

From that point on, 
Lisicki's suspect second serve 
was always being ruthlessly 
exploited by the Russian as the 
German's challenge wilted. 

The gallant German, 
whose ranking once slumped 
to 218 after missing five 
months of the season last 
year with a crippling ankle 
injury, secured a later break 
in the eighth game to delay 
the inevitable. 

But Sharapova broke 
again to claim the win leav¬ 
ing Lisicki, only the second 
wildcard to make the semi-fi¬ 
nals, with the consolation of 
knowing that she will be back 
in the top 30 on Monday. 

Kvitova, the first Czech 
since Jana Novotna in 1998 
to make the title match, is 
also the first left-hander to 
reach the the final since her 
childhood inspiration Mar¬ 
tina Navratilova in 1990.

MINNEAPOLIS (AFP) - Na¬ 
tional Football League club 
owners and players resumed 
negotiations on a new collec¬ 
tive bargaining deal on 
Thursday, day 107 of a lock¬ 
out that threatens the start of 
training camps. 

NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell and players' lead ne¬ 
gotiator DeMaurice Smith 
met alongside team owners, 
players and a federal media¬ 
tor even as they were poised 
to be joined in a deadlock by 
their basketball counterparts. 

NBA commissioner David 
Stem said his league was ex¬ 
pecting to lock out NBA 


players when their union deal 
expires just after midnight on 
Friday morning. 

While the NBA claims 
only eight of 30 teams are not 
making money, the NFL is at 
odds with players over how 
to divide $9.3 billion in an¬ 
nual revenues from the most 
popular American spectator 
sport. 

The first NFL work stop¬ 
page since 1987 is preventing 
trades and free agency sign¬ 
ings as well as team contact, 
with draft choices and players 
unable to work out at team fa¬ 
cilities or communicate with 
coaches. 


Jeter set to resume milestone 
chase on Monday 


NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York Yankees shortstop 
Derek Jeter, out since June 13 
with a strained right calf, is 
set to return to the Major 
League Baseball club on 
Monday and resume his quest 
to reach 3,000 career hits. 

Jeter, the Yankees captain, 
said on Thursday he will play 
rehabilitation games for de¬ 
velopmental league clubs this 
weekend and return to the 
Yankees on Monday for three 
games in Cleveland. 

"It takes a little while to 
get loose and get in baseball 
shape," Jeter said. "I feel 
good now. I feel a lot better." 


Jeter, who turned 37 last 
Sunday, remains six hits shy 
of becoming the 28th major 
league player to reach 3,000 
hits, but the first to do so with 
the Yankees. 

If Jeter does not reach the 
milestone in Cleveland, he 
would have the chance to do 
it in New York against Tampa 
Bay on July 7-10.

Thiney (24, 60) and second- 
half goals from Camille 
Abily (66) and Elodie 
Thomis (83) gave France a 
maximum six points from 
two games to take top spot in 
the group. 

Germany, also on maxi¬ 
mum points, struggled to im¬ 
pose themselves against a 
battling Nigerian side, how¬ 
ever, until midfielder Simone 
Laudehr scored the crucial 
goal after 54 minutes. 

The stage is now set for a 
much-anticipated clash be¬ 
tween the French and Ger¬ 
mans in their final group 
game in front of 50,000 spec¬ 
tators in Moenchengladbach 
next Tuesday, with top spot in 
Group A at stake. 

"It's among the two 
matches which count the 
most in the history of French 
women's football, after qual¬ 
ification for the 2003 World 
Cup," said France coach 
Bruno Bini. 

"But we haven't obtained 
our goal yet. We're savouring 
this one. It's well deserved, 
the girls took the match by 
the scruff of the neck.

Argentina ready 
for the big kickoff 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Argentina hope to take the 
first step today to ending a 
trophy drought of almost two 
decades when they meet Bo¬ 
livia in their opening Copa 
America pool match at La 
Plata outside Buenos Aires. 

Argentinian fans have rid¬ 
den a dizzy rollercoaster in 
recent years. 

On the positive side, they 
have seen their youngsters 
capture two consecutive 
Olympic crowns and live in 
hope that the greatest current 
player in the world, Lionel 
Messi, can finally this sum¬ 
mer transfer his effervescent 
Barcelona form to the na¬ 
tional shirt. 

On the negative side, the 
seniors struggled to qualify 
for last summer's World Cup 
in South Africa. Having fi¬ 
nally got there under the pas¬ 
sionate but controversial 
tutelage of former idol Diego 
Maradona, they shone 
brightly enough in the group 
phase only to be flattened by 
Germany thereafter. 

That heralded the start of 
the post-Maradona era under 
Sergio Batista, likewise a 
member of the 1986 World 
Cup-winning side. 

Since those heady days, a 
1990 final loss to the Ger¬ 
mans aside, Argentina have 
struggled to find a winning 
blend either at world or in¬ 


deed continental level. 

Their 1993 Copa final 
win, courtesy of a Gabriel 
Batistuta double over Mex¬ 
ico, remains the team's last 
senior honour. 

Even that triumph was a 
seat-of-the-pants affair with 
penalty shootout wins in the 
quarters over Brazil and then 
Colombia in the semis. 

Since then the slate has 
been blank, hence the imper¬ 
ative to bring some cheer 
back to the home fans - many 
still digesting the shock rele¬ 
gation of River Plate, 33- 
times national champions but 
just relegated for the first 
time. 

Batista will have felt that 
shock demise as much as 
anyone having won the title 
with the club 21 years ago. 

Now the feeling is the 
squad can end the drought, 
says skipper and Barcelona 
stalwart Javier Mascherano. 

"We're at home, in our 
own country, and that adds 
spice. Argentina must win to 
return to the top of the 
podium," Mascherano told 
reporters. 

"It's a long time since we 
won a title." 

Asked if there was unfin¬ 
ished business to attend to 
after their World Cup implo¬ 
sion against the Germans, 
Mascherano was adamant.

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Pakistan slated to tour India in 2012 


MUMBAI (AFP) - Pakistan 
have been pencilled in to tour 
India for a full series of Test 
and one-day cricket matches 
next year, in what would be a 
breakthrough in relations that 
were hit by the deadly 2008 
Mumbai attacks. 

The International Cricket 


Council governing body's lat¬ 
est Future Tours Programme
